II. CONNECTIONS WITH THE COMMUNIST PARTY (CP) 


The CP has been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 


A. CP Activities 


on October 6, 1951 » stated he had learned 
within the past month from a CP functionary, that WILLIAM 
PATTERSON was going underground and that his wife, LOUISE, 
wanted to go underground with him. Accordingly, LOUISE 
was trying to find s omeone to take care of her eight year 
old daughter. I [ related that the CP had other plans 

for LOUISE PATTERSON. The Party wanted LOUISE PATTERSON 
to tour the United States with the widows of lynch victims 
so as to arouse the sympathy of the Negro people throughout 
the country.
